It was suggested that Justice Field 


might be promoted and a new associate 
justice appointed in big placo, but a 
Democratic Senator, a level-beaded poli- 
tician, answered that suggestion by say- 
In?; ''No; Justice Field will not be ap- 
pointed. Dot that he lacks the necessary 
qualification, tor be Is eminently fitted in 
all except his age. He is, as I under- 
stand, now beyond the age for retirement. 
Hs cou'd nave retired at any time within 
the last two years, and while we hope he 
may live and enjoy physical strength to 
serve for years to come, he must give way 
before a great while. It would not do 
for the Democrats, with the power to ap- 
point a Chief-Justice, to name a man 
who, in tho course of uatnrs, must retire 
within a very few years. We must place 
a man there who can give promise of re- 
taining the place for twenty years at 
least In my opinion the President will 
seek for a man who possesses the ability 
necessary, but is not an old man". 


It was suggested as quite probable that 


the President will select a Northern man, 
as the appointment of a Southern man 
would provoke criticism to the effect that 
the S>uth was being given too much pow- 
er In the court of last resort Some of the 
friends of Mr. Vilas, the Secretary ot the 
Iiitoi lor, think he may be the successor of 
Chief-Justice Walte.
